Rebukes “ Pennsy” System. 
CHICAGO, 
June 
17.—Severely 
criticising the Pennsylvania system 
as unfair, unjust and inconsistent in 
its methods of dealing with the shop 
crafts union in an employe represen­ 
tation election, 
the 
United States 
Railroad Labor Board yesterday is­ 
sued its long-expected public rebuke 
of the carrier for violation of an or­ 
der directing the carrier to recognize 
the shop crafts union. 
By its refusal to count the ballots 
cast for the shop crafts union repre­ 
sentatives and its refusal to hold an­ 
other election without discrimination 
between the union and the company 
association 
the 
Pennsylvania, 
the 
board’s rebuke states, deprived the 
shop employes of “essential rights as 
laboring men to which congress had 
declared them entitled.” 
“If employe representation means 
anything at all,” the board stated, “it 
signified the right of a class of em­ 
ployes, through the majority action, 
to negotiate with the carrier agree­ 
ments covering wages and working 
conditions. 
This is what congress 
said it meant, but the shop crafts so 
far have been deprived of this plain, 
indisputable, 
simple 
right 
on the 
Pennsylvania system. 
“While professing its acceptance 
and observance of this principle of 
employe representation, the carrier 
has set up a system which throttles 
the majority and establishes the rep­ 
resentation of a coerced and subser- 
vent minority.” 
“The problem of efficient and un­ 
interrupted railway transportation is 
of paramount importance to the peo­ 
ple of this country,” the board’s re­ 
buke continues: 
“The peaceful ad­ 
justment 
of 
labor 
controversies 
greatly contributes to this end. The 
method provided by congress for the 
settlement of labor disputes has been 
honored and 
observed 
by carriers 
and employes in an overwhelming 
number of instances. 
The railroad 
which refuses to conform to the labor 
provisions of the 
federal 
law as­ 
sumes toward the public the same 
attitude held by employes who strike 
against said 
provisions. 
No 
other 
railroad In the United States has 
taken 
a position 
similar 
to 
that 
adopted by the Pennsylvania in this 
case. 
“The course adopted by the Penn­ 
sylvania is indefensible from every 
standpoint.” 
Months ago, when the board was 
about to issue the rebuke, the Penn­ 
sylvania system obtained an injunc­ 
tion restraining its publication and 
the case went from the lower court 
on a question of jurisdiction. 
Al­ 
though the carrier won the first legal 
skirmish in the 
lower 
court, the 
hoard’s jurisdiction was lawfully up­ 
held.

CAR OF WHISKEY 
SEIZED AT CAPITAL 


JEFFERSON CITY, MO., Juno 18. 
—Prohibition officers have seized 
a carload of what purports to be 
bonded whisky, billed at St. Louis 
to Kansas City. 
The car and con­ 
tents have been taken to Kansas 
City to secure testimony as to the 
owners of the shipment. 
The prohibition agents gave In­ 
formation here only to the effect 
that they had been expecting the 
shipment over the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad for several days, indicating 
that they knew who shipped the 
liquor, but still had some doubt* 
to clear up at the Kansas City end 
of the line. 
It was said that if the 
liquor is what it purports to be, it 
is worth $15 a quart. 
This capture caused considerable 
excitement among the wets here, 
who are 
in the majority. 
Good 
whisky Is exceedingly hard to ob­ 
tain here and tho bootleg variety 
has been adopted as its legitimate 
heir.
